Incredible as it may seem, in 
all of Hollywood’s extensive use 
of adventurous industrial back- 
grounds the most exciting and 
colorful has been neglected un- 
til Warner Bros. filmed “South 
of Suez,” which stars George 
Brent. The film opens Friday at 
the Strand Theatre. 

For the first time African 
diamond mining, with all its 
color of giant-scale operations, 
jungle work chants, armed 
guards, worker searches; its hi- 
jackers and dangers; its daily 
thrill from uncovering precious 
gems and its constant lure, the 
possibility of finding some great 
new Cullinan or Koh-i-noor or 
Presidenta Vargas. stone, is 
shown on the screen. 

Past and recent films such as 
“Boom Town” and “Flowing 
Gold” have woven into moving 
human dramas the full-scale and 
authentic excitement of oil drill- 
ing. Similarly aviation, cattle 
ranching, salmon fishing, lum- 
bering, gold mining have made 
familiar to the public whole in- 
dustrial techniques, all painless- 
ly blended into the exciting, dra- 
matic or romantic adventures 
of heroes and heroines. Diamond- 
mining, however, has _ never 
reached the screen on a more 
elaborate scale than flashes of 
phony sets or painted backdrops. 

Even Warner Bros. research 
department was astonished to 
learn this. It was discovered by 
Dr. Herman. Lissauer, head of 
the studio’s large research or- 
ganization, when he first sought 
data for the filming of the pic- 
ture. He found that he would 
have to “start from scratch,” 
in learning about the big-scale, 
South African diamond mining 
operations, an industry which 
“made” half a continent and 
turned a wilderness into a thriv- 
ing modern civilization. 

In launching the picturization 
of “South of Suez” the studio’s 
first step was to secure diamond 
mine construction experts. Two 
months before cameras turned, 
a collection of experts traveled 
with the location scouts to var- 
ious desert locales from Mexico 
to Death Valley, seeking the 
right natural backgrounds. In 
the San Fernando Valley they 
found a natural depression re- 
sulting from what is called a

“voleanic chimney.” Old gold 
mines had been turned into a 
hill-side gravel pit 400 feet deep 
in the course of highway-build- 
ing operations, and the environs 
of a diamond mine built around 
it. Every item was authentic, 
even to the use of clumsy-looking 
wooden machinery. When com- 
pleted, the mine matched, from 
all camera angles. Director 
Lewis Seiler and Cameraman 
Arthur Todd planned to use, a 
series of 40 photographs of a 
specific South African mine. 
Characteristic, also, is the 
tower on which stands an armed 
Nubian (Mohammedan), ready 
to halt anyone who attempts to 
sneak through the barb-wire, 
concentration -camp -like fence. 
The law requires this man to 


shout one order to halt and re- 
turn. If he is not obeyed, he 
shoots to kill. 

Not only a large-sized, so- 
called “chimney” diamond mine 
of the newer sort found well 
north of Kimberley, South Afri- 
ca, is represented in the picture, 
but another of the impoverished, 
“shoe-string”’ sort, operated by 
improvised machinery. 

In “South of Suez” the large 
mine is operated and partly 
owned by a character played by 
George Tobias. Against the min- 
ing operations is enacted a story 
of greed and desire in which 
figure Brent, Brenda Marshall, 
Lee Patrick, Miles Mander and 
several other players. The film 
also has London and Cairo se- 
quences. 


BRENDA MARSHALL Valuable Jewels Used 
LAUDS BRENT KISS In “South of Suez’ 


Brenda Marshall nominates 
George Brent as the most con- 
siderate kissing partner on the 
screen. 

She made _ the_ discovery 
through filming late-afternoon 
love scenes with George for 
“South of Suez,” the film coming 
to the Strand Friday. The smil- 
ing Irishman had absolutely no 
prickly bristles on his chin. 

That fact will be significant to 
most of her sex, Brenda thinks. 
Imagine no cacti needles in the 
afternoon! 

But she was more impressed 
when she discovered that the ab- 
sence of spiked stubble on the 
Brent chin was no mere acci- 
dent, nor an indication that 
George’s beard doesn’t sprout as 
fiercely as the chin-whiskers of 
most virile males.

During the day extras and 
others were told that the glitter- 
ing array were prop-department 
imitations. Fascinated by their 
beauty, however, people on the 
set kept crowding around show- 
cases in which the gems were 
displayed.

They represented, in the 
scenes filmed, the exhibits of 
a large diamond-importing and 
-cutting establishment in Lon- 
don. To it George Brent entrusts 
for cutting and mounting rough 
stones he has mined in Africa, 
all to be given heroine Brenda 
Marshall. 

Studio Chief of Police Blayney 
Matthews had two uniformed 
policemen and six-plain clothes 
detectives on the set all day, 
guarding the stones. The detec- 
tives posed variously as extras, 
a visitor in charge of one of the 
policemen, a prop man, an elec- 
trician up on the catwalks above 


the set, and a technical director. 

The stones were contributed 
by two jewelry firms and quite 
a group of private individuals, 
including actress Lee Patrick 
and Mrs. Lewis Seiler, wife of 
the director of the picture. All 
were heavily insured.

This business of helping young 
actors — potential rivals — to 
learn the Hollywood ropes isn’t 
as silly as some people would 
have you be- 
lieve. I admit 
Ee dG: it. but 
I’m no sucker. 

I get more 
out of it than 
the actors I 
try to help, 
and I don’t 
mean merely 
in the good- 
deed - of - the- 
day manner 
either. 

By  work- 
ing with the 
newcomers that Warner Bros. 
are always digging up and sign- 
ing through the efforts of a very 
active talent scout department, 
I review acting technique, brush 
up on what I have learned on the 
long hard road. I find that it 
helps my own acting to a con- 
siderable degree. 

Of course, I like to help others 
just as much as the next fellow. 
Also, I’m proud of the several 
young leads, at our studio and 
elsewhere, in whose dramatic 
destinies I feel I’ve had a share, 
however small. For obvious rea- 
sons I’m not going to name them, 
but they always give me credit; 
much more than my efforts in 
their behalf deserved. 

Yet the basic reason for help- 
ing these boys, and a girl or so 
too, for that matter, is selfish. 
In helping them, I help myself 
more. 

A lot of apparent altruism 
that has been credited to my- 
self and others in the so-called 
stellar ranks is equally a matter 
of deeds profitable for the doer. 
For example, people seem to be 
astonished when I tell them I 
think some vehicle or other is 
being “stolen” from me, and that 
I’m glad of it. 

Even as this is being written, 
a group of choice picture- and 
scene-thieves headed by Lee Pat- 
rick and George Tobias, and 
possibly Brenda Marshall, are 
taking “South of Suez” right out 
from under my nose. It’s that 
kind of picture. 

Why am I glad? Because an 
actor in my position can’t lose 
by such a deal, and he stands an 
overwhelming chance of profit- 
ing heavily. The sort of picture 
that can be stolen from the man 
or woman whose name is in the 
big type is almost certain to be 
a success, and what a star needs 
to keep him in the limelight is 
successful pictures.

DIRECTOR GETS REAL 
ACTION IN GUNPLAY 


They laughed when George 
Tobias shot Lee Patrick and 
tried to kill himself. But Direc- 
tor Lewis Seiler, staging the 
exciting scene for Warner 
Bros.’ “South of Suez,” the 
picture opening at the Strand 
Friday, didn’t scold the extras.. 

The reason they laughed was 
that the big pistol Tobias used 
in the rehearsal made only a 
tiny little pop. 

Seiler, with a knowing grin 
at the prop man who had charge 
of the weapon, called out, “And 
now we'll shoot the scene. Don’t 
laugh this time, folks — please. 
I know it’s ludicrous, such a 
little popping noise, but you 
know we dub in the sound later.” 

So some 130 extras in a court- 
room scene prepared not to 
laugh, but to register excite- 
ment. Tobias, just as Miss Pat- 
rick was declaring that he and 
not George Brent committed a 
certain murder, drew the big 
pistol and pulled the trigger. 

The gun roared like a cannon, 
belched smoke, and leaped with 
recoil in the actor’s hand. The 
extras registered real alarm and 
surprise. The scene was a huge 
success. 

“T didn’t want them to know 
the loud report was coming,” 
Seiler explained, “because many 
extras are gun-shy, anticipate 
a shot, and flinch or hold them- 
selves tense just before it goes 
off. On the other hand I wanted 
them to flinch plenty when the 
shot went off. That high- 
powered blank was the best way 
to do it.” 

Starred in the film are George 
Brent and Brenda Marshall, 
with James Stephenson and Lee 
Patrick leading the supporting 
cast. “South of Suez” was 
adapted for the screen by Barry 
Trivers from an original story 
by Sheridan Gibney.

Suez’ Thrills 


Audiences at Strand 


Strand Theatre audiences 
were kept in a state of contin- 
ual suspense last night when 
the new, exciting Warner Bros.’

George Brent, in the starring 
role, gives a dynamic perform- 
ance as a mine foreman who 
can meet tropical heat, murder, 
and theft without losing his 
head. His coolness is lost when 
he meets lovely Brenda Marshall 
and falls deeply in love with 
her. Brenda keeps the list of her 
first-rate performances up to 
date with her portrayal of a girl 
who sets out to prove that her 
lover has been framed with the 
murder of her father. 

George Tobias, the man who 


. has never had the same type of 


screen role, comes through with 
still another great characteriza- 
tion in the part of a ruthless, 
greedy and jealous mine owner. 
His wife, realistically portrayed 
by Lee Patrick, married him 
only for his money and is openly 
contemptuous of him. Her anger 
knows no bounds when she be- 


comes madly in love with Brent, 
who insists on ignoring her ad- 
vances. James Stephenson and 
Eric Blore give fine portrayals 
in the supporting roles and lend 
to the film a fitting atmosphere 
of terror. 

Brent and a mine owner por- 
trayed by Miles Mander discov- 
er a very valuable diamond 
known as the “Star of Africa.” 
When Tobias hears of it he 
plans to steal the diamond and 
one night he attacks Mander. 
After killing him, Tobias finds 
the jewel missing and decides 
to accuse Brent of committing 
the robbery and murder. He 
learns to his dismay that his 
wife had witnessed the killing 
and attempts to persuade her to 
say nothing. But at the last 
minute she double crosses him 
to avenge the miserable years of 
her marriage. 

Lewis Seiler, who directed the 
film, handled the pacing of the 
story wonderfully and created 
just the proper mood of fear and 
menace that one would find in 
a place seething with greed. 
“South Of Suez” was adapted 
for the screen by Barry Trivers 
from an original story by Sher- 
idan Gibney.

In Role of Adventuress 


Her father is Otto Peter An- 
kerson, a descendent of the Vik- 
ings. He is superintendant of 
a huge sugar plantation on Ne- 
gros. Brenda, whose real name 
is Ardis, lived

There are a lot of people in 
Hollywood waiting to see if I’m 
“crazy like a fox” or just crazy. 

Not quite a year ago, I 
launched an experiment with my 
film career. It is too early to 
know for certain whether it is 
a success or a failure. If it 
clicks, I am a great guy. If it 
fails, I am a fool, who threw 
away his chance at a nice long 
easy film career. 

What I intend to do is to so 
disguise myself and so submerge 
myself in the roles that I play 
that the audience will not think 
of me as George Tobias, nor 
yet as the man who plays such- 
and-such a type. They will think 
of me as a succession of totally 
different characters; different 
in appearance, manner, speech 
and psychological makeup. 

Right now I am playing a 
Boer diamond miner in “South 
of Suez,” which stars George 
Brent. I am very much the 
heavy, and a low-class brute at 
that, well disguised by altered 
facial appearance, thick spec- 
tacles and so on. The part seems 
very interesting to me and I 
have a feeling that it will mean 
much to my future. 

From the point of view of 
variety, all the roles I have 
played since joining Warner 
Bros. have been satisfactorily 
dissimilar. In the whole gallery 
there is not one that is just 
George Tobias, nor one that re- 
sembles to any degree any of the 
others. 

First came a Bronx clerk in 
“Saturday’s Children.” Then a 


punch-drunk boxer in “The Man 
Who Talked Too Much,” a Greek 
produce buyer in “They Drive 
By Night,” a French-Canadian 
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in “River’s End,” and a bluster- 
ing, tough-talking fight promo- 
ter in “City for Conquest.” 

I am told that I had one nar- 
row escape from being “typed.” 
The Latin bandit I played in 
“Torrid Zone” made quite a hit, 
and if the totally different Boer 
diamond-miner “heavy” in 
“South of Suez’ hadn’t been 
looming on the story horizon, 
I might have found myself in 
the spot of playing other Latin 
good-bad men — or else. 


Eric Blore Perfects 
Role Of Butler 


Eric Blore, the perfect gentle- 
man’s gentleman of the screen, 
confided to George Brent that 
he has a technical adviser always 
with him. 

Blore plays an important part 
in the cast of Brent’s starring 
film, “South of Suez,” at the 
Strand Theatre, but part of the 
time he’s again a “gentleman’s 
gentleman.” 

The secret of his success in 
this characterization, Blore ad- 
mits, is that when he’s in doubt 
he turns to his “gentleman’s 
gentleman” for advice. His own 
valet was trained in England 
and has been with Blore for 
years, on stage and screen. 


Brenda Marshall At 
Home In Exotic Locale 


If the term “exotic” and what 
it connotes had not gone out of 
style in Hollywood, it would be 
over-worked in connection with 
Brenda Marshall. Now they let 
the Warner Bros. beauty off 
with the word “different.” 

Born on Negros, one of the 
Philippine Islands, she had a 
mongoose — rather than a cat 
or dog — for a pet in infancy 
and early childhood. It was fine 
protection against cobras. 

A sarong doesn’t mean Doro- 
thy Lamour to Brenda. For 
candy, in her childhood, she 
chewed sugar-cane. Her nurse 
taught her to speak Malay, be- 
cause that was easier than for 
the nurse to learn more English. 
Her parrot cursed in Malay.
